Pollution increases 
costs says Reading Light 


The cost of electricity to the con- 
sumer is advancing slightly in 
Wilmington with the January meter 
readings of the Reading Munici- 
pal Light Department.from whom 
the town buvs it’s power. 

The additional cost was brought 
about py the state’s efforts to re- 
duce Jair pollution in Greater 
Boston, by ordering the Boston 
Edison Company to cease burn- 
ing ordinary fuel oil and bura 
only low-sulphur oil 

These new costs are almost 
twice ordinary fuel costs and 
Kenneth Gaw. Manager of the Rea- 
ding Municipal Light Department. 
said today, “If there was any way 
in which the department could ab- 
sorb this cost it would be done, 
However, it simply is too large an 
item to be handled this way. and 
must be passed along to the con- 
sumer.” 

The extra charge will be listed

expected to be about three mills. 

three-tenths of a cent...per 
kilowatt hour. 

Thus, Mr. Gaw said, the consum- 
er can estimate the cost of the 
new charge to him by consulting 
his past light bills, 

Those who use 100 kwh a month 
will have a charge of about 30 
cents. The charge for consumers 
of 400 kwh a month will be about 
$1.20 and those who use 200 kwh 
will be charged an extra 60 cents 
or thereabouts 

The new charge follows a rate 
hike filed by Boston Edison last 
spring and in effect since then 
The Reading Municipal Light De- 
partment has joined other depart- 
ments in fighting the increase 
and hearings are being held pre- 
sently before the Federal Power 
Commission in Washington on the 
appeal 

If the FPC orders the increase 
removed or reduced Boston Ed- 
ison will make refunds to the 
Reading Municipal Light Depart- 
ment and the refund will be made 
in turn to the consumers.

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The Price of the Paper 


It is, of course, painful to talk of price increases. 
But talk one must, at times. 

The point is that the U.S. Postoffice Department is. 
‘or soon will be changed to an independent agency. The 
world at large is being told that first class postage 
will increase from six cents to about eight cents, and 
the date will probably be Apri 

Second Class postage rates will probably be increased 
at the same time. This is the class of postage that is 
charged against publications who mail to subscribers- 
such as the Town Crier. . 

If there is an increase in Second Class there will have 
to be, sad to say, an increase in the subscription price 
for the Town Crier, perhaps $1 a year. At the present 
time ittis $5. in Wilmington, and $6 out of town, with a 
$1 deduction allowable in January for those who renew 
without billing. The new rate will probably be $6 in 
Wilmington, and $7 out of town

Tuesday Crispo observed that it is no longer any use 
to attend meetings of the WHA as there is often no 
quorum.

Selectmen indulge in Farces 


(CABLE TV IN WILMINGTON? 


“Monster on your T.V.” is a 
concept familiar to almost every: 
‘one who has attended movies in 
the last few years. 

‘An animated feature, shown at 
many theaters. depicted Cable 
T.V. (or, as they would say. 
Pay T.V:).as a large globby 
monster lolling on top of your 
set. and you. got the impression 
that it was bungry for more 
than money, 

Representatives of Cable Tele- 
vision, Eric Hoffman and Howard 
Albert, gave a less emotional 
presentation to the Selectmen 
at Monday nights meeting. Their 
firm operated the Cable T.V. 
systems in Nashua, N.H. and 
Malden, Mass. 

The Malden system offers, 14 
television stations. six F M 
radio stations, a news program 
from UPI, one of the national 
Press Bureaus, and Stock 
Market reports. There is also 
a local origin station. channel 
13, which covers local sports 
events and which the Mayor uses 
to keep the citizens informed 
‘on what is happening in Malden. 

Cable Television would like to 
see a smilur system in Wil- 
mington. 

Mr. Hoffman felt that the 
freeze. which has been in effect 
for several years. will be lifted 
by the end of this year. Cable 
Television hasn't been expand- 
ing during this time because 
they could only offer six sta- 
tions. all of which could be 
received without Cable T,V 

There is an initial installation 
cost of 15 dollars with no con- 
tract to sign. Then there is a 
5 dollar monthly service charge, 
with more than one set. there is 
an extra dollar per set service 
charge. 

Cable Television has initial 
approval from Billerica Board 
‘of Selectmen, and both communi- 
ties could then share a Recelving 
Tower. Ideally, this would be 
‘on a high spot in an area away 
from homes. Cable T.V. takes 
the signals from this tower and 
runs them along cables attached

rental on the Utility poles. 

Selectman Banda asked how the 
bills currently being considered 
at the Statehouse would affect 
Cable T.V. Mr. Hoffman said he 
expected the whole field to pre- 
empted by the Federal Govern- 
ment, who» are planning to put 
Cablt T.V. under the contro! of 
the FCC. He was.confident that 
any restrictions placed on Cable 
T.V. would be reasonable. 

Hatch Act Hearing 

Disapproved, in a Hatch Act 
hearing, was a request by George 
and Maude Arsenault of 25 Tap- 
lin Ave. to fill a hazardous and 
unsightly area, primarily be- 
cause of the complaints of 
abuttors of flooding conditions. 

Both the Conservation Commis- 
sion and the Planning Board had 
approved, and approval by the 
Selectmen was to be expected, but 
Selectman Miceli objected, There 
were 13 spectators present. 

The Conservation Commission 
said that it was a small area, and 
that no dwelling was planned, and 
therefore there would be no ef- 
fect. The hearing was post-facto. 
the fill having been put there in 
previous years, atid graded last 
fall sometime. Neighbors com- 
plained at that time, to the 
Selectmen. Backman said that 
the hearing was “all a farce” 
since the area was already 
filled”, but he voted with Mr. 
Miceli. 

The objectors were led by Law- 
rence Flaherty, who said the 
Conservation Commission should 
not have inspected until the spring 
thaw, when they gould see the 
effect of the flooding. Mrs. Wal- 
ter Moore told the Selectmen she 
had lost three pumps last spring 
as a result of the floods which 
brought the water up to road 
level 

Selectman Miceli suggested that 
the penalty clause of the Hatch 
Act be invoked. He had. he said. 
inspected the: area last spring 
and seemed to feel that the flood- 
ing could be construed as a

Many flowers 


Drug Proceedure 


controversy in 
School Board 


by Joan Kritter 

The subject of drug abuse has 
caused considerable controversy 
lately. Such was the case at the 
School Committee meeting last 


‘Thursday 
Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools, Derek Little presented 


procedures concerning durgs for 
the Committee's. review. The 
procedures were the collective 
thinking of Principals, Parents. 
Teachers, Clergy and Police 

The Committee seemed to think, 
after questioning Mr, Little on 
definitions of some of the term- 
inology, that the document was 
an enlightened approach to the 
problem of drug abuse. The 
document was based an a_self- 
help concept. 

‘The procedures seemed to have 
the approval of the School Com- 
mittee. The one point on which 
there was any dispute was an 
area under confidentiality. 

The problem of confidentiality, 
at least the portion concerned with 
notifying parents produced a brief 
heated statement from Chairman, 
John Brooks. 

Mr. Brooks questioned whether 
a student could request. at least 
for a time that only he and the 
School Personnel he — had 
approached be aware of his in- 
volvement with drugs. He asked 
that this portion of the document 
be sent to Town Counsel. The 
other members of the School 
Committee agreed that this action 
would be useful 

Somehow Brooks seemed to think 
the committee would pass the 
document before seeking advice 
from legal counsel and he became 
adamant on the point and threa-

tened to resign. 

It never seemed, at least to 
this reporter, that the Committee 
would not want the document re- 
viewed by legal counsel and it 
is not quite clear why Mr. Brooks 
became so upset. He was con- 
cerned that the School Committee 
would be open to personal liabil- 
ity if parents would not be made 
immediately aware of their 
children’s problem with drugs. 

Mrs. Patricia Gagnon was asked 
to speak.

Gagnon would be able to train 
teachers on all other portions of 
the procedure, but would wait for 
Town Counsel's opinion before 
proceeding with the area under 
dispute.
